Tiie  fcllomng  is  a  memoi-andm  of  unJ.erstfnding  between  the  Cominodity 
Credit  CorT^oration  and  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration,  dated 
July  30,  19h2.j  showing  the  proced.-.re  to  be  follovred  in  connection  v/ith 
f  or e  i  gn  pui'- c  ha  s  e  s : 

"1.    The  purchase  of  agricultural  coinmodities  in  foreign  countries  for 
import  into  the  United  States  is  determined  to  be  the  exclusive  function 
of  the  Comraodity  Credit  Corporation  in  Directive  No.  2  issued  by  the  Board 
of  Economic  Warefare  on  May  I6,  19^2.     The  ConiFiOdity  Credit  Corporation 
recognize-s  that  in  the  adjni.nistratlcn  of  Defense  Aid  and  other  emergency'' 
food  Bupply  programs  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  it  may 
be  necessary  to  buy  in  foreign  countries  certain  commodities  which  would 
be  brouo-ht  into  the  United  States  only  temporarilj'"  or  vrould  be  used  in 
connection  with  a  wartime  emergency  food,  sup-nly  program,    JVaen  such  pur- 
chases are  necessary,  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  agrees"- 
to  request  that  the  purchase  or  contract  to  purchase  be  made  by  the  Com- 
modity Credit  Corporation,  and  the  Comlaodity  Credit  Corooration  agree?  to 
make  such  purchases  for  t>ie  AgricultL''ral  Marketing  Adninistrrtion  ".rheiiever 
necessary,  except  that  specific  purchases  ma'f  mth  the  approval  of  the 
Commodity  Credit  Corporation  be  m.ade  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  A.'dminis- 
tration, 

"2.    1-^jhenever  the  Comjnodity  Credit  Corporation  agrees  that  specific  pur- 
chases should  be  m_ade  directly  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Administration, 
the  designated  representatives  of  both  a'^encies  Y/iil  put  into  y/i-iting  the 
understanding  and  provide  copies  to  interested  officials  of  both  agencies 
and  the  Secretary's  Office, 

"3.    The  Commodity  Credit  Corporation  designates  as  its  representative  • 
for  handling  such  transactions  Mr,  E.  R.  Cook,  Vice  President,  The 
Agricultural  Marketing  Administration  designates  as  its  representative 
captain  Ralph  W.  Olm.stead,  Assistant  A.dministrator ," 
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
